Lionel N. Eleuterius, head of the 


botany section at ‘Gulf Coast © | 


Research Laboratory, recently 
delivered two papers at the 
second annual conference of the 
Louisiana Environmental 
Professionals Association in 
New Orleans. 

Effects of Roadfills Across 
Tidal Marshes examined how 
solid roadfills act such as dams 
which affect tidal flooding and 
freshwater discharge, resulting 
in modifications to inland plant 
and animal life. 

“Productions of thousands of 
acres of tidal marshland could 
be improved by restoring tidal 
influence through increasing the 
number and size of culverts in 
existing roadfills,’’ said Dr. 
Eleuterius. 

Dr. Eleuterius’ second paper, 
Transplanting Strategies for 
Estuaries, suggested that 
genotypic selection and selective 
breeding studies of estaurine 
and marine flowering plants 
should become part of 


transplanting research to.com- 
bat some of the problems con- 
fronting estauries and salt. 
marshes. : 

: “Most plant species in our salt 
marshes have adapted to a 
pristine environment, but are 


_not being exposed to a rapidly 


changing coastal ecosystem,”’ 
Dr. Eleuterius said. 

His research indicates that 
plant species well adapted to.a - 
pristime environment may be 
unable to adjust rapidly to 
marsh environments altered by 


widespread pollution, changes in 


drainage basins and freshwater 
discharge patterns, tidal regime | 
modification, subsidence and 
rising sea levels. 

“Selective breeding for salt 


tolerance and rapid growth was 


carried out successfully in past- 
research conducted at Gulf 
Coast Research Laboratory,”’ 
Dr. Eleuterius pointed out, 

‘suggesting that selective breed- 
ing of estaurine plants give im- 
petus to similar research in 
other fields of marine science.
